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rjpHE  Class  of  I960  is  very  pleased  to 
dedicate  its  yearbook  to  Dr.  Hugo 
Muench,  Professor  and  Head  of  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Biostatistics.  Despite  his  diffi¬ 
cult  subject,  Dr.  Muench  has  won  the 
affection  and  regard,  not  only  of  this  class, 
but  of  thirteen  previous  classes. 

As  the  class  acquired  skill  in  statistical 
methods,  they  were  able  to  apply  a  series 
of  significance  tests  to  Dr.  Muench  and 
found  him  to  be  significantly  above  average 
on  such  variables  as  kindliness,  good  na¬ 
ture,  patience,  humor,  charm  and  devotion 
to  teaching.  Since  such  results  would 
occur  by  chance  so  rarely,  we  must  conclude 
that  Dr.  Muench  is  indeed  an  outstanding 
representative  of  his  profession. 


THE  INTERNATIONAL  HOUSE 

THE  cosmopolitan  nature  of  Harvard  University  reaches  its  fullest  extent  in  the 
School  of  Public  Health.  In  any  one  year  fully  one-third  or  more  of  the  students 
are  from  overseas,  and  there  is  hardly  any  country  which  at  some  time  or  another  has 
not  had  a  student  here.  In  addition  to  the  foreigners  who  have  crossed  the  national 
frontiers,  there  are  the  "native  foreigners,”  most  of  whom  are  seeing  the  Boston  area 
for  the  first  time,  frequently  accompanied  by  family.  (This  year’s  class  brought  109 
children  plus  several  in  utero.)  Unfortunately,  in  the  past,  many  of  these  guests  have 
been  hard  put  in  finding  decent,  inexpensive  living  quarters.  The  great  scatter  of 
students  in  the  area  and  the  difficulties  of  transportation  have  made  social  contact,  one 
student  with  another,  very  difficult. 

Now  all  this  is  about  to  be  ended.  Located  a  few  minutes’  walk  from  the  School, 
199-203-207  Park  Drive  in  Boston  have  been  acquired  and  are  in  the  process  of  reno¬ 
vation  to  become  an  International  House  for  the  School  of  Public  Health.  The  House 
will  provide  69  furnished  units  for  students  and  their  families.  Such  a  house  will 
provide  more  than  mere  accommodations.  It  will  be  the  students’  social  headquarters. 
Meetings  (both  formal  and  informal)  can  be  held  after  school  hours,  and  socials  can 
be  held  without  too  much  effort.  Above  all,  an  intimacy  of  contact  in  a  congenial 
atmosphere  will  be  achieved  between  American  and  foreign  students,  which  will  un¬ 
doubtedly  lead  to  better  understanding  and  augment  the  total  learning  experience  of 
the  students. 
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IT  is  no  coincidence  that  better  student  housing  and  a  new  research  building  are  the 
School’s  architectural  objectives  for  I960.  For  these  two  apparently  unrelated  addi¬ 
tional  buildings  serve  to  emphasize  that  achievement  in  public  health  comes  through 
a  simultaneous  awareness  of  scientific  advancement  and  of  unmet  human  needs. 

The  main  research  building,  to  be  located  near  1  Shattuck  Street,  will  enable  the 
School  to  expand  its  investigative  endeavors  in  nutrition,  accidents,  and  environmental 
health  problems  arising  from  industrial  and  urban  development.  Such  facilities  as  a 
new  hot  cell,  aerosol  chamber  and  air  cleaning  pilot  plant,  as  well  as  ample  laboratory 
space,  will  allow  for  closer  coordination  of  study  programs  in  radiologic,  water  and 
air  pollution. 

The  Nutrition  Department  will  enlarge  upon  its  studies  into  relationships  between 
stress  and  heart  disease,  obesity  and  atherosclerosis  and  other  integrated  areas.  At  a 
later  date  additional  floors  will  provide  room  for  research  in  Tropical  Public  Health 
and  for  classroom  facilities.

THE  discipline  of  Epidemiology  is  primarily  concerned  with  those  areas  where  the 
clues  are  currently  scanty  but  the  crime  is  great.  In  earlier  years  the  criminal  was 
recognizable  on  sight,  and  such  degenerates  as  the  Tubercle  bacillus  and  the  Cholera 
vibrio  have  been  generally  unmasked.  Following  the  law  of  the  perversity  of  matter 
more  subtle  actors  have  taken  over  the  field. 

The  basic  course  in  Epidemiology  is  concerned  with  the  principles  involved  both 
in  recognizing  the  crime  and  in  searching  for  clues.  The  student  is  taught  to  bear  in 
mind  the  possiblitiy  that  a  single  etiologic  factor  may  be  involved  in  a  whole  host 
of  diseases.  Even  more  reprehensible  are  those  criminals  which  set  out  to  frame 
some  innocent  bystander.  Is  cigarette  smoking  one  of  these  innocent  bystanders,  or  is 
it  really  the  perpretator  of  the  crime?  All  of  these  matters  seemed  abundantly  lucid  until 
"relative  risk”  came  along.  Then  there  was  that  matter  of  those  children  without  caries. 
Or  was  it  without  teeth?  And  who  was  in  that  fog  in  London? 

In  the  Department  seminars  and  the  journal  club  the  actual  application  of  the  methods 
was  discussed.  Dr.  MacMahon  has  studied  the  effects  of  radiation  on  infants  irradiated 
in  utero.  Others  in  the  Department  are  concerned  with  background  radiation,  occupa¬ 
tional  exposure  to  radiation  and  medical  therapeutic  radiation.  Another  general  study 
area  of  the  Department  is  that  of  mental  disease,  its  patterns  and  its  causes.  Dr.  Pugh 
has  been  particularly  concerned  with  the  basic  problem  of  disease  classification  in  these 
studies.  For  the  third  year  now  a  small  group  has  gathered  with  Dr.  Taylor  to  search 
for  the  better  ways  of  teaching  preventive  medicine  and  public  health  in  the  medical 
schools.

TN  this  Department  the  physical,  biological,  and  engineering  sciences  are  melded 
into  a  coordinated  approach  to  the  problems  of  air  pollution,  radiation,  aviation 
health  and  safety  and  occupational  health  and  safety.  The  wide  range  of  backgrounds 
represented  by  students  makes  necessary  the  diverse  instructional  methods,  including 
lectures,  seminars,  clinics,  laboratory  exercises,  and  field  trips.  Simultaneously,  the 
close  association  of  physicians,  engineers  and  physical  scientists  results  in  a  healthy 
interchange  of  ideas  and  viewpoints. 

The  attack  on  environmental  problems  by  this  group  requires  several  approaches. 
The  industrial  hygiene  and  engineering  group  work  with  physical  and  chemical  agents 
affecting  man  in  industrial  operations.  Radiological  hygiene  deals  with  specific  hazards 
of  ionizing  radiation  and  disposal  of  radioactive  materials  which  are  increasingly  of 
public  health  concern.  Those  working  in  aviation  health  and  safety  are  attempting  to 
increase  the  advantages  of  rapid  travel  while  minimizing  the  risks  involved.  The 
administration  of  occupational  medical  departments,  physical  examinations,  rehabilita¬ 
tion  and  conditions  which  predispose  to  occupational  disease  are  presented  in  the 
unified  program  of  the  Division  of  Environmental  Hygiene.

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MICROBIOLOGY  is  one  of  the  experimental  sciences  which  is  of  major  public 
health  value  as  a  tool  in  analytic  epidemiology.  In  this  role,  few  departments 
of  the  School  have  equal  opportunity  for  teaching  of  international  and  native  scientists, 
and  for  applied  research. 

The  current  active  research  interests  of  departmental  members  include  studies  of 
trachoma  virus,  adenoviruses,  epidemic  typhus,  Q  fever,  trench  fever,  leptospiroses, 
clinical  immunology  of  bacterial  toxins,  and  bacterial  conjunctivitis.  The  inter¬ 
national  aspect  of  these  studies  is  well  documented  by  recent  staff  member  travel  for 
research  projects  in  Portugal,  Hong  Kong,  Yugoslavia,  Saudi  Arabia,  and  Ethiopia.  The 
student  body  directly  benefited  from  such  studies  with  interesting  anecdotes  about  hunt¬ 
ing  trachoma  bodies  with  microscope  and  scalpel  in  Bosnia,  and  on  how  to  catch  lice 
from  old  overcoats  in  New  York. 

In  addition  to  the  basic  course  in  Public  Health  Microbiology  offered  with  the 
co-sponsorship  of  the  Department  of  Tropical  Public  Health,  the  department  teaches 
advanced  courses  in  applied  laboratory  techniques  and  research  methods  for  those 
students  majoring  in  Microbiology. 

The  class  acknowledges  with  regret  the  departure  of  Dr.  Johannes  Ipsen,  a  scien¬ 
tifically  precise  yet  witty  lecturer,  from  the  teaching  faculty  of  the  Departments  of 
Microbiology  and  Epidemiology.

THE  span  of  activities  of  this  omniscient  department  covers  research  in  nutritional 
biochemistry,  field  studies  both  in  the  U.  S.  and  abroad,  and  peripatetic  consultant 
services  to  governments  and  international  health  organizations. 

Field  and  laboratory  studies  include  the  investigation  of  the  role  of  nutrition  and 
stress  in  the  genesis  of  atherosclerosis,  effects  of  pyridoxine  deficiency,  and  factors  in 
growth  and  development.  Thus,  the  paradox  of  overnutrition  in  this  country  and  of 
undernutrition  abroad  are  under  study. 

Formal  courses  offered  by  the  Department  range  from  a  basic  survey  course  (repeated 
in  the  second  semester  for  the  Air  Force  students)  to  an  advanced  seminar,  as  well 
a  course  in  laboratory  methods  and  a  series  of  lectures  on  clinical  nutrition.  On  a 
less  formal  basis  individual  research  is  being  carried  out  by  several  of  the  students.

And  who  will  forget  the  hour 
that  changed  the  class’s  reading  habits — the  first 
malaria  seminar?  But  superseding  these  minor  trau¬ 
mata  was  a  gradually  increasing  knowledge  of 
global  health  problems. 

In  recent  years  highly  specialized  laboratories 
have  been  utilized  in  the  Department’s  investiga¬ 
tions  into  the  life  cycle  of  tropical  disease.  Dr.  E. 
Michelson  has  a  snail  laboratory  and  offers  a 
unique  course  in  medical  malacology.  An  insectary 
has  been  established  under  Dr.  A.  Spielman  to 
bring  entomology  closer  to  departmental  investiga¬ 
tion.  Drs.  Weller  and  Neva  maintain  an  exten¬ 
sive  tissue  culture  laboratory  currently  dealing 
with  problems  in  cytomegalic,  varicella  viruses 
and  culture  of  T.  cruzi.  Drs.  Chernin,  Pan,  Wag¬ 
ner  and  Tripp  have  continued  studies  in  schisto¬ 
somiasis.

To  this  end  the  Harvard  School  of  Public  Health 
epitomizes  the  concept  of  education  for  healthy 
communities  in  every  land  where  physicians  can 
practice  the  healing  art.  We  point  with  pride  to 
the  28  countries  from  which  the  Class  of  I960 
was  chosen.  We  look  with  hope  to  the  years  be¬ 
fore  us  when  we  can  return  to  these  lands  and 
apply  the  lessons  of  public  health  and  preventive 
medicine  which  we  carry  away  as  our  heritage 
from  55  Shattuck  Street. 
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
